The great coffee trade of Brazil Is Bhown

exhaustively In the exhibit. Photographs,
plans and models of her enormous coffeeplantations, as well as the marhlnerv for
roasting and grinding the berry, abound.
And the exhibitors confidently publish
their challenge to be shown the coffee
that excels in shape, flavor, aroma andphysical and chemical properties, the fruit
of those great Brazilian plantations thatfurnish the world with Its best coffee.

in tne urazuion Pavilion Is an Interesting
diagram setting forth n few facts about
the coffee trade of Brazil and the rest of
the world. The diagram shows that the
world's production of coffee in 1902 and
1933 was 19.SS8.O0O sacks of 122 pounds each.
Of this total output Brazil furnished

sacks, exporting to 142 foreign ports.
The United States took most of this cof-
fee. New York heading the list with 4.563.-0-

sacks. New Orleans, 718,303. and Balti-
more 274.697 sacks. The greater bulk of
the coffee exportatlons were shipped from
the four most Important coffee-shippi-

ports Santos, Rio de Janeiro. Bahla and
Victoria.

But with coffee the tale of Brazil's agri-
cultural resources is not told. The land
Is a land of plenty and her teeming prod-
ucts of an abundant soil fill the great
exhibit space. Cocoa, tobacco, cigars,
cigarettes, sugar, tea, matte tea. beans,
corn, fecula. sirups, cordials, beers, wines.
champagne, rum, alcohol, preserved meats, J

nan, cannea iruiis, discuiis. canaies ana a
host of other riches complete the tale.

RICHES OF LUXURIANT FORESTS.
Eleven States of Brazil have contributed

to the display of samples from those for-
ests which Agasslz, Humboldt, St. Hllalrc
and other eminent naturalists havo pro
nounced the richest and most luxuriant
In the world. Nearly 300 exhibitors have
sent to St. Louis 1,13 samples of the
precious woods of Brazil, which fill the
2.499 square feet of space in the Palace
of Forestry. Fish and Game.

Woods that no other forests In the en-
tire world produce are shown In abund-
ance In this space. Woods that make
the most artistic and beautiful furniture
are shown side by side with the tough
and seasoned products of the forest which
are used In naval construction. These are
shown In the raw material, but there Is
no lack of examples of the finished work
which demonstrates its value and artistic
possibilities.

The medicinal wealth of tb forests as
well as their commercial value for dyeing,
tanning and for the extraction of oiC. and
varnishes are shown by 2M samples of
bark, roots, resins, seeds and leaves. From
the fibers, vines, rushes and canes that
grow In inexhaustible, luxuriance there are
nearly 100 samples from which the finest
of ropes, baskets, hats brushes, brooms,
mats, tissues and other commodities are
manufactured.

The 8tates of Para. Amazona and Matto
Grosto, which in 1903 exported more than
30,000 tons of rubber, of which 14.GCG tons
went to tho United States. hive sent sam-
ples of the inexhaustible wealth of their
rubber trees. The States of Maranhao,
Ceara, Bahla and Matto Grosto. which ex-
port Mangabelra and Manlcoba rubber,
have also made exhibits of these products.
UNPARALLELED MINING DISPLAT.
In the mineral riches of the world. Brazil

Is surely not deficient, judging by the dis
play made by this nation In the Palace of
Mines and Metallurgy. Almost every State
In the nation Is represented by samples of
ores and minerals, the mere catalogue of
which sounds like a description of the
wealth of King Solomon's mines. There
are 3.897 square feet of space allotted to
Brazil in this department, and I exhib-
itors have sent their samp'es to fill It.

In the list of the ores and mineral prod-
ucts of which there are samples shown,
are gold, manganese. Iron, copper and
zinc, monaxltlc sands, marble, coal, bi-
tuminous schists, asbestos, crystal, graph-
ite, plumbaglne, mica. talc, soapstone.

companies now working mines In
Brazil are represented by exhibits of sam-
ple ores, besides plans and models of their
mines and machinery, and the
of the ores. Notable among them are the
St. John del Hio Gold Mining Company,
which exhibits a plan of Its mines showing
a section of the mines, showing where they
nre working 3 000 feet deep. This mine
is In Morro Velho. The Ouro Preto Gold
Mining Company of Passagem has on ex-
hibition some samples of crystallized arse-
nic from Its ustulatlon furnaces, where
the ores are worked. The exhibiting com-
panies have sent to Brazil's mineral dis-
play olocks of gold ore weighing from one
to three tons each.

That Brazil Is one of the
countries In the world In the mineral king-
dom would seem to be Indicated when It la
known that the very sands that are strewn
along the strands and the waste places
bear their convertible wealth. From on
.kind are extracted the precious platinum
of commerce: from another, diamonds ofpure water and brilliant fire; from the

ine aajs or European and American
In Brazil as a center of their man-

ufacturing Importations are numbered and
her own native Industries, every day In-

creasing In number and excellence, are
rapidly bringing about the cml of this re-
gime. Unlets they soon estab'lsh there
Headquarter cf their several manufactur-
ing Industries, with the Improvements
newly arising in them it will be lest to
them for all time.

And tho proof of this Is shown In what
the native manufacturing Industries have
offered for display in this beautiful ex-
hibit pavilion of Brazil It reveals a most
eurprring number of articles of all kinds
and of superlative quality and workman-
ship which have ben produced for their
own domestic consumption. The present
Is the manufacturing age In Brazil, and
the results or the last few years of atten-
tion given to manufacturing, due to the
development of the countrv and th In-

crease of Immigration, are admirably
shown In the display.

Cotton is now being raised In the fertile
fields of Brazil for home u and also for
exporiation. several Brazilian factories
exhibit all kinds of cotton fahrics. from
the cheapest to the costliest weave. From
the woolen looms, which are springing up
In that South American rmintiv or. Aim- -
played tho choicest manufactures, while
the weaving Industry Is further Illustrated
In lines not dreamed of in the United
Stilts by the woven products of vegetable
fibers.
SURPRISING VAR1ETT OF ARTICLES.

Artistic sense, taste, delicacy of finish
and thoroughness of make are all exhibit-
ed In the hundreds of samples of what the
new or manufacturing Brazil has exhibit-
ed as proof of her skill. Kelt and straw
hats, shoes of the finest leather and makr,
furnishing goods, exquisite feather work,
laces of webllke texture, embroidery,
tapestryllke paintings. Iron and copper
work, jewels, ceramics, china and glass-
ware, all of execution fit to le with the
best that Europe or American can produce,
are the speaking proofs of the potential
greatness of Brazil as a nation of manu-iacture- s.

Three of the dlplajs. perhaps, will espe-
cially strike the observing visitor. They are
the exhibit of aramlnla, a new kind of veg-
etable fiber from which bags, mats, rugs
and other articles of a like nature are
made. The manufacture from this fiber
constitutes a growing Industry in the State
ot nan Anoiner is tne aispiay or
woolen goods for army and navy uniforms
principally, which are the products of the
woolen mills of Rio Grande do Sul.

The furniture dlrplay In the pavilion is
the third exhibit which is of especial note.
The articles are all made of the woods
from Brazilian forists. The design and
workmanship are of the skill and the tasto
of Brazilian designers and artisans. That
the execution i worthy of the high qual-
ity of the material Is evident to anyone
examining them.

MODERN PUBLIC WORKS.
With the display in the Varied Industries

the demonstration of the material re-

sources of Brazil is completed. The Gov-
ernment has not been content with merely
this, however, but has rightly believed
that It was owing to the people and the
country to show that the nation wa In
moderness. and the general culture and
education of its people worthy of the gifts
the god bestowed upon them.

Tills exhibit Includes the
flneit string Instruments, curious and v.el!-mad- e,

as well as many very excellent
kinds of wind Instruments. This display
of musical Instruments Is at the
time one of the largest and most Inter-
esting of any single collection In the build.
Ing. It Is of peculiar Interest because It
contains many Instruments, the like of
which are not seen In other collections,

Tho economic, esthetic and historical
side of the great Brazilian Kepub'Ic are
chown in the nation's dlsnlats ran!; In the
Transportation, Fine Arts and Education
and Anthropological departments of thn
Fair. They furnish an insight Into tho
character and development of the Bra-
zilian people that Is worthy of the atten-
tion of the student of manners and life,
which cannot be gained otherwise than by
an actual stay of years among them.

Made Chairman of the State Com-

mittee by the Walbridge
Faction.

SOP TO THE OPPOSITION.

John H. Bofhwpll Named as Vice
Chairman Nnminre for Gov-

ernor Delivers Three Min-

ute Address.

Thomas K. Nledrir.ghaus of St. Ixuis
as yesterday elected chairman and made

absolute "boss" of the new Republican
State Committee by a series of resolu-
tions that put the Walbridga faction in
control of the organization. As a sop to
the opposition. John H. Bothwell was
madn vice chairman.

Mr. Ni'drlnifhaus was empowered to
name the tecrctary nt his descretlon at
his own request. He was also empowered
to name the Executive Committee of eight
members, with himself aa lo mem-

ber. The Executive Committee was
to name the treasurer. The Ex-

ecutive Committee was also empowered
to name an advisory committee of aa
many members as It should see lit, with-
out votes in the State Committee.

John A. Snider of Cape Girardeau Coun
ty and George A. McCanse of Lawrence
County were made members of this advis-
ory committee. They are both members of
the Aklns faction, and If the tally sheets
at the State Convention had been added
correctly they would be members-at-Iarg- e

of the State Committee, with votes in-

stead of being on the "advisory" commit-
tee, v. Hh nothing to do except to appear
cognizant of what Is going on.

It was stated in the committee meeting
that tbe mistake In the recording of the
votes was due to the excitement In the
convention. However that may be, the
Walbrldce croud gained to commlttce-men-at-lar-

In an cvcnlv divided organi-
zation, while the two men who were actu
ally elected do not get on the committee.
No attempt was madeAto correct the mis-
take w hlcli was made in declaring the
Aklns amendment, providing for the se-

lection of a State Chairman by tbe con-
vention, lest when It should have been car.
ried.

The Akins faction did not care to try
their hand at controlling the new State
Committee with the odds against them,
and so left matters as they were and ac-
cepted what they could get from the good
hearts of the Walbridge crowd.

Mr. NIedrlnghaus, immediately after his
election as chairman at the morning ses-
sion of the committee, resigned as

of the State Committee and
recommended that his right-han- d friend,
Walter HI Dickey, should bo elected to
his place.
